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CLAIMS REJECTION 

Examiner rejected claims 1-22 as allegedly being anticipated by Berlowitz (WO 
00/145 1 87). Contrary to the Examiner's statement that Berlowitz anticipates the claims, 
the Berlowitz reference does not disclose a base stock with a ratio of measured-to- 
theoretical low-temperature viscosity less than 1 .2 at a temperature of about -30°C or 
lower. Therefore, the rejection is unsupported by the art and should be withdrawn. 
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Examiner had argued that the base stocks disclosed in Berlowitz would 
inherently have a ratio of measurcd-to-theoretical low-temperature viscosity less than 
1.2 at a temperature of about -30°C or lower based on the similar ratio at lower 
temperature. Applicants have shown in comparative data presented in the attached 
affidavit that the base stocks from Berlowitz would have a ratio of measured- to- 
theoretical low-temperature viscosity greater than 1.2 at a temperature of about -30°C 
or lower. Therefore, the base stocks disclosed in the Berlowitz arc outside the claimed 
ranges. In addition, in the attached affidavit, the expert and inventor states that 
Berlowitz would not enable a person skilled in the art to create a base stock having a 
ratio of mcasured-to-theoretical low-temperature viscosity less than 1 .2 at a temperature 
of about -30°C or lower. Accordingly, the rejection should be withdrawn since all of 
the claims have this limitation which is not found in the prior art. 
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
